Ca lifo rnia , Bo rne

San Francisco, Au g. 22 u p>—An 
encephalitis epidemic is creeping 
northward 
u p 
California’s cen­ 
tral vallevs, borne on the wings of 
the tiny female mosqu ito. 
Already the sleeping sickness 
has claimed 30 lives ^ nd nearly 
500 have been reported stricken, 
the State Health Departm ent re­ 
ported. 
Twelve died within 
the 
last 
week. 
Doctors are powerless to check 
the disease. 
There is no known 
vaccine for hu man beings. 
Must Kill Carriers 
The only hope is to kill off the 
mosqu itos. 
Hu ndreds of men are 
spraying 276 towns in the valley 
lowlands and then laying down 
qu arter - mile - wide 
barriers 
of 
poison residu e spray arou nd them. 
The female cu lex tarsalis mos­ 
qu ito—common 
in 
California— 
carries the disease from birds and 
fowl to horses and hu man beings. 
A total of 499 cases have been 
reported to the State Health De­ 
partm ent, bu t only 315 have been 
clinically diagnosed as encephali­ 
tis. 
Two T**ts Needed 
Two blood tests from the pa­ 
tient are necessary to determine 
absolu tely 
that 
the 
disease 
is 
encephalitis. 
In most of the re­ 
ported cases, the necessary two 
blood tests were not taken. 
Dr. Malcolm Merrill, acting di­ 
rector of the Health Departm ent 
said 
the 
disease 
acts 
qu ickly. 
Those 
stricken 
u su ally 
recover 
qu ickly or die within 24 to 48 
hou rs. 
Dr. M errill said the epidemic 
may reach as far north as Shasta 
cou nty—near the Oregon border 
—before su mmer is over. He said, 
however, that it is not Expected 
to branch ou t of the interior val­ 
leys.

to stand u p for its Secretary of 
S tate has not got the gu ts to 
stand u p to the Ru ssians. 
“Why was hot you r Secretary 
of State invited to Chicago and 
why was the name of the Secre­ 
tary of State never once men­ 
tioned in the whole cou rse of the 
(Democratic convention) proceed­ 
ings?” 
Replied the Mu tu al Secu rity Ad­ 
m inistrator Averell Harrim an: 
“T hat’s very u nfair becau se the 
President and all of the Demo­ 
crats have stood u p for Dean 
Acheson, one of the great secre­ 
taries o f state." 


Both Du lles and Harrim an have 
been mentioned Within their own 
parties as possible choices for the 
post of secretary of state, depend­ 
ing on the ou tcome of the No­ 
vember election. 
Bu t each gave non-committal 
answers when asked if they wou ld 
accept su ch an appointment.

Harrim an 
phrased 
his 
reply 
thu sly: 
“The only thing I’ve heard is 
what I read in the newspapers. 
The thing never came u p in a 
nu mber of conversations I’ve had 
with Gov. (Adlai) Stevenson (the 
Democratic

inee).” 
And Du lles, former Repu blican 
advisor to the state departm ent, 
phrased his answer as follows: 
“I can’t say anything abou t 
thtft, except th at ou r whole con­ 
centration at the moment is on 
electing General (Dwight) ^Eisen­ 
hower. 
“If he is no t elected, it will be 
a tragedy. If he is, we’ll deal with 
future pro blems later." 


Retu rning to the foreign policy 
debate, Du lles said w hat he des­ 
cribed as the “containment” policy 
of the Tru m an adm inistration has 
“snu ffed ou t hope” within the area 
of commu nist domination and has 
allowed the Ru ssians to 'consoli­ 
date their gains/ 
‘T he first thing I wou ld do 
wou ld be to shift from a pu rely 
defensive policy to a psychological 
offensive,” Du lles added, “a libera­ 
tion policy, which will try to give 
hope and a resistance mood within 
the Soviet empire.” 
Harrim an replied that the T ru ­

never 
had 
u sed the word “containment” and 
added: 
“I t’s very dangerou s to talk 
abou t liberation, becau se the word 
‘liberation’ in Eu rope means war. 
“The people there are terrified 
by the word x x x.”

Briggs found it necessary to take in trade many 
household articles. To market these second-hand 
appliances he, in cooperation with the Westing- 
inghouse Electric Corporation, devised a unique 
trade-in center. 
After repairing, repainting and putting the 
used refrigerators, washers and kitchen ranges 
in condition, they are displayed at a specially- 
built small building separate from his main store. 
There are plenty of electrical outlets and signs 
urging customers to try out the machines but 
there is no salesman in sight. If a customer wants 
to purchase an item, he rings a bell and a sales­ 
man comes ove» from the main building. 
In a special dispatch from a W all Street Jour­ 
nal reporter in Chicago, comes a front page story 
last W ednesday describing the technique. 
That article points out that most of the bigger

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FLUORIDATION OF WATER SUPPLY^ 
Mayor Newkirk in a recent communica­ 
tion to the Commissioners of the Kingston 
Water Department requests that the mem­ 
bers of the board take fav orable action on 
the fluoridation of the city water supply. 
In requesting fav orable action by the 
board in this matter, the mayor bases his 
judgment on the report of State Health Com­ 
missioner Herman Hilleboe, which states 
that tooth decay among elementary school 
pupils in Newburgh dropped 47 per cent be­ 
low the Kingston rate in eight years. New­ 
burgh children hav e been drinking fluori­ 
dated water since the start of a state experi­ 
ment while no fluorine was added to Kings­ 
ton water. The report cov ered the period 
from 19 44 through the middle of 19 52. 
Dr. Hilleboe also has reported that among 
children who had drunk fluoridated water 
since birth, the drop in dental decay was 
ev en greater—§ 6 j$er cent below Kingston. 
A v ery important part of the state health 
commissioner’s report is the claim that after 
careful examination during the Kingston- 
Newburgh surv ey “ absolutely no harmful ef­ 
fects from drinking fluoridated water were 
rev ealed.” 
This is of importance because The Free­ 
man has published a number of communica­ 
tions from critics of the program to add 
fluoride compounds to our drinking water. 
These opponents claim that fluoridation of 
our drinking water at this time is a calcu­ 
lated risk as there is no actual scientific ex­ 
periment to date which will prov e that no 
harm will come to the older segment of the 
population, particularly those with kidney 
disease, diabetis, tuberculosis, etc. 
Also included in the critics’ stand are toxic 
effect, cost factor, legal aspect and hazards 
inv olv ed. 
Those in fav or point to the health com­ 
missioners’ report that there is “ absolutely 
no harmful effects from drinking fluoridated 
water” and also that this means of fighting 
tooth decay is simplicity itself. 
Any adult who himself has suffered from 
tooth decay would go to considerable length 
to spare his children from the same costly 
discomfort. 
The extent of tooth decay in this country 
is well illustrated by the high number of men 
turned down for military serv ice because of 
it. 
The Kingston Water Board Commissioners 
undoubtedly hav e rounded up all the facts 
necessary-to an informed decision and will 
render that decision in the v ery near future. 


A MATTERbF -CpMFORT 
. 
Most Army and Air ForcS bases demand 
high standards of neatness in dress from 
their personnel. Soldiers are expected to 
wear their uniforms proudly and that means 
shined shoes, shined belts, pressed, well tai­ 
lored uniforms and hats set at the proper 
military angle. Many an ex-G.I. remembers 
the agony of being “ properly dressed” at 
some of the warmer bases where the com­ 
fort of the troops was a secondary consider­ 
ation to the demands of the officer in charge 
who refused to permit so much as a loosened 
necktie. 
The Air "Force has now ruled that its men 
may wear khaki shirts without neckties. The 
absence of ties will permit observ ers to see 
that the airmen wear white T-shirts.

TUE FOUNDATIONS 
A Congressional committee, headed by Repre­ 
sentativ e Eugene Cox of Georgia, is now engaged 
in an inv estigation of the Foundations, a v ast 
reserv oir of dead mens money and a terrifying 
power in this country. It needs to be noted that 
many Foundations are organized by men still aliv e 
and by corporations as a dev ice to do good instead 
of paying taxes. There are about 10,000 Founda­ 
tions, large and small, and their funds run to more 
than $3,000,000,000. 
The startling fact about some of the Founda­ 
tions, particularly the larger ones, is‘that while 
they are founded by such capitalists as J ohn D. 
Rockefeller, Andrev ^ Carnegie, J ulius Rosenwald 
and latterly Henry Ford, in time the help hired 
to run them hav e grown powerful and wilful and 
expend the money cn causes which would hav e 
offended' the benefactors were they aliv e to see it. 
Henry Ford, for instance, made nearly all his 
money in this country, but Paul Hoffman, who is 
spending that money, seems to prefer to pour it 
into remote bottomless pits and to expend it for 
meaningless purposes, such as an inv estigation as 
to why the world is full of refugees, when, as a 
matter of fact, it always has been. That is how 
you and I and Paul Hoffman probably came to be 
born in this country. 
Coilgressman Cox presided ov er the ill-fated 
inv estigation of ,the FCC with unusual ability. 
When he brought the inv estigation right into the 
White House, steps were taken by President 
Roosev elt to suppress,it, and the President suc­ 
ceeded. 
In the matter of the Foundations, Cox will be 
able to begin with at least two prov ed facts, name­ 
ly, Alger Hiss’ presidency of the Carnegie Endow­ 
ment for International Peace and the relations of 
the Carnegie and Rockefeller Foundations to the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. With regard to the 
former, Cox can begin where the courts ended; 
with regard to the latter, he has the McCarran 
Committee reports to guide him. 
William Fulton, who made a study of the 
Foundations for the “ American Legion Magazine,” 
makes this v ery interesting point: 
“ How do :he iStalinites and their stooges dip 
their buckets into the Foundation pool? 
“ They do it by masking the contributions they 
receiv e as legitimate and charitable. 
Millions of 
dollars hav e been ladled out to Communists and 
Red-front organizations under such euphemisms as 
fellowships, scholarships, research, studies for such 
humanitarian causes as international peace, better 
relations, and the tyke. 
Sometimes the ultimate 
beneficiary of such funds is hidden by clev erly re­ 
laying the money through two or ev en three in­ 
termediary Foundations.” 
Alger Hiss was not only president of the Car­ 
negie Endowment for International Peace; he was 
also trustee of the Woodrow Wilson Foundation 
and the World Peace Foundation. 
He was a di­ 
rector of the Institute of Pacific Relations, one of 
the beneficiaries of both Carnegie and Rockefeller 
money. 
Here is an interlocking directorate bv 
which a traitor had control of an $11,000,000 fund 
and access to sev eral others. 
Owen Lattimore had a trav el and research 
grant from the Social Science Research Council 
which receiv ed more than $6,000,000 from the Car­ 
negie, Rockefeller, Rosenwald, Russell Sage, and 
other Foundations. 
It is possible to trace in the histories of some 
of the most notorious leftists in this country 
through the grant* giv en them by the Foundations, 
as, tor instance, Hunns Eisler, who was a known 
Communist before the Rockefeller Foundation aid­ 
ed him. 
One of the most puzzling of all Foundations is 
the Guggenheim, set up by United States Senator 
Simon Guggenheim, a Republican and conserv a­ 
tiv e. It is startling to note how’ many Communist? 
and lefists hav e receiv ed grants from this particu­ 
lar Foundation, running between $2,500 and $3,000. 
It would be unwise and not beneficial to abolish 
the Foundations. 
Many of them serv e excellent 
purposes. 
What needs to be inv estigated is the 
relationship of the original design of the donor to 
the expenditures of his money by self-perpetuat­ 
ing boards of trustees, directed bv the hired help! 
Paul Hoffman has about $25,000,000 a v ear of 
Henry Fords money to spend. 
What actual con­ 
trol is exercised ov er that expenditure? 
Who has 
the final v oice? 
Too much money is at stake to 
leav e to the discretion of a few hired men. 
The 
public has an interest in the matter, too. 
They 
bought the fliv v ers which made it possible to es­ 
tablish this Foundation. 
They w’ant to be sure 
that it serv es America.

INFORMATION FOR PARENTS 
When parents first notice that their child has a 
squint—strabismus—they may hav e v isions of his 
appearance when he attains school age and has to 
meet thoughtless playmates or, when older, of the 
Inferiority complex he may dev elop because of his 
eye defect. Added to this is the unsound and con­ 
flicting adv ice and predictions of friends and neigh­ 
bors regarding the. treating that is needed — no 
operation, just eye exercises, the wearing of glasses 
to strengthen the weak eye and weaken the strong 
eye, deferring operation till school age or puberty 
age. 
Because of all this anxiety and confusion, pa­ 
rents should know that now oculists (eye specialists 
and eye surgeons) can do wonderful things in cor­ 
recting squint. There should be no need for worry, 
except that parents may hav e an anxious time be­ 
tween treatments, medical or surgical. 
In Modern Medicine of Canada, Dr. J oseph C. 
Hill, department of ophthalmology, Univ ersity of 
Toronto, faculty of medicine, attending ophthal­ 
mologist, Toronto General Hospital, states that 
when a mother v isits the family physician or chil­ 
dren’s specialist and asks, “ what shall I do? My 
child’s eyes hav e started to turn,” the little patient 
should be directed to an ophthalmologist immed­ 
iately, ev en at the age of two or three months. This 
may appear to be a v ery early age but observ ation 
at an early age is a great adv antage to the ophthal­ 
mologist, the highest authority on the medical or 
surgical care of the eyes. 
Dr. Hill outlines the simple home methods by 
which parents can giv e necessary help to their 
child at the v arious ages, two to three months, 18 
months and fiv e years. This helping of the child in 
itself does much for the parents and the child- 
parent relationship. 
Parents naturally want to know whether an 
operation is necessary and, if so, at what age should 
it be performed. 
“ If the patient is ov er fiv e years old and his see­ 
ing ability cannot be increased in three months, an 
operation is recommended for cosmetic (facial ap­ 
pearance) reasons.” 
When the squint commences at the *age of two 
or three or younger if full correcting spectacles do 
not ov ercome the defect, operation should be car­ 
ried out immediately, as the sooner operation is 
done in suitable cases the better the chances for a 
satisfactory result. 
The abov e authoritativ e information should do 
much to reliev e the anxiety and remov e the natural 
confusion of parents regarding their child with 
squint.

The National Labor Relations 
Board has ordered a manufac­ 
turer in Boston engaged in the 
production of secret electronic de­ 
v ices for the army, nav y and air 
force to reinstate a workman 
with a criminal record who denied 
that he had ev er been conv icted 
of a crime in his application for 
his job. The employe is J ohn S. 
Stabins, a renegade Boston police­ 
man who robbed a liquor store 
while on duty in uniform in 19 40, 
was conv icted by a jury, sent to 
prison 
for 
three 
months 
and 
canned from the force. * 
Stabins was not restored to his 
defense factory job. 
He did get 
$355.20 back pay. But, in a trans­ 
action bav ins the charasteristics 
of a shakedown by an official 
agency of the federal gov ernment, 
in fav or of a union, he agreed in 
writing to “ resign” and waiv ed 
his claim to the job. 
This was 
a deal under the table. 
In addition to the penalty of 
$35520, Photoswitch, Inc., the de­ 
fendant company, was forced to 
sign an abject, humiliating admis­ 
sion of wrongdoing in dismissing 
a conv icted fiduciary after he had 
lied in his application, and to post 
this admission on the bulletin 
board.

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^FLUORIDATION OF WATER SUPPLY 
Mayor Newkirk in a recent communica­ 
tion to the Commissioners of the Kingston 
Water Department requests that the mem­ 
bers of the board take favorable action on 
the fluoridation of the city water supply. 
In requesting favorable action by the 
board in this matter, the mayor bases his 
judgment on the report of State Health Com­ 
missioner Herman Hilleboe, which states 
that tooth decay among elementary school 
pupils in New burgh dropped 47 per cent be­ 
low the Kingston rate in eight years. New­ 
burgh children have been drinking fluori­ 
dated water since the start of a state experi­ 
ment while no fluorine was added to Kings­ 
ton water. The report covered the period 
from 1944 through the middle of 1952. 
Dr. Hijleboe also has reported that among 
children who had drunk fluoridated water 
since birth, the drop in dental decay was 
even greater—66 per cent below Kingston. 
A very important part of the state health 
commissioner’s report is the claim that after 
careful examination during the Kingston- 
New burgh survey “absolutely no harmful ef­ 
fects from drinking fluoridated water were 
revealed.” 
This is of importance because The Free­ 
man has published a number of communlca- ! 
tions from critics of the program to add | 
fluoride compounds to oui' drinking water. 
These opponents claim that fluoridation of 
our drinking water at this time is a calcu­ 
lated risk as there is no actual scientific ex­ 
periment to date which will prove that no 
harm will come to the older segment of the 
population, particularly those with kidney 
disease, diabetis, tuberculosis, etc. 
Also included in the critics’ stand are toxic 
effect, cost factor, legal aspect and hazards 
involved. 
Those in favor point to the health com­ 
missioners’ report that there is “absolutely 
no harmful effects from drinking fluoridated 
water” and also that this means of fighting 
tooth decay is simplicity itself. 
Any adult who himself has suffered from 
tooth decay would go to considerable length 
to spare his children from the same costly 
discomfort. 
The extent of tooth decay in this country 
is well illustrated by the high number of men 
turned down for military service because of 
it. 
The Kingston Water Board Commissioners 
undoubtedly have rounded up all the facts 
necessary to an informed decision and will 
render that decision in the very near future. 


A MATTo TOF CpMFORT 
Most Army and Air Forc£ bases demand 
high standards of neatness in dress from 
their personnel. Soldiers are expected to 
wear their uniforms proudly and that means 
shined shoes, shined belts, pressed, well tai­ 
lored uniforms and hats set at the proper 
military angle. Many an ex-G.I. remembers 
the agony of being “properly dressed” at 
some of the warmer bases where the com­ 
fort of the troops was a secondary consider­ 
ation to the demands of the officer in charge 
who refused to permit so much as a loosened 
necktie. 
The AirVorce has now* ruled that its men 
may wear khaki shirts without neckties. The 
ebsence of ties will permit observers to see 
that the airmen wear white T-shirts. Air 
Force officials say that this is all right. 
It is a sound idea for the services to con­ 
sider the comfort of the men in uniform 
since comfort plays a large part in morale. 
How' the idea will rest with old school army 
officers and non-coms is another matter. 
Many an old colonel is likely to get hot under 
his collar when the enlisted men become 
cooler under theirs. And many an old ser­ 
geant will have a hard time keeping his shirt 
on when he sees a private loosening his 
blouse.

THE FOUNDATIONS 
A Congressional committee, headed by Repre­ 
sentative Eugene Cox of G«?orgia, is now engaged 
in an investigation of the Foundations, a vast 
reservoir of dead m ens money and a terrifying 
power in this country'. 
It needs to be noted that 
many Foundations tire organized by men still alive 
and by corporations as a device to do good instead 
of paying taxes. 
There are about 10,000 Founda­ 
tions, large and small, and their funds run to more 
than 53,000,000,000. 
The startling fact about some of tho Founda­ 
tions, particularly the larger ones, is‘ that while 
they are founded by such capitalists as John D. 
Rockefeller, A ndrew Carnegie. Julius Rosenwald 
and latterly Henry Ford, in time the help hired 
to run them have grown powerful and wilful and 
expend the money en causes which would have 
offended'the benftactors were they alive to see it. 
Henry Ford, for instance, made nearly all his 
money in this country, but Paul Hoffman, who is 
spending that money, seems to prefer to pour it 
into remote bottomless pits and to expend it for 
meaningless purposes, such as an investigation as 
to why the world is full of refugees, when, as a 
m atter of fact, it always has bren. 
That is how 
you and I and Paul Hoffman probably came to be 
born in this country. 
Congressman Cox presided over the ill-fated 
investigation of the FCC with unusual ability. 
When he brought the investigation right into the 
White House, steps were taken by President 
Roosevelt to suppress.it, and the President suc­ 
ceeded. 
In the m atter of the Foundations, Cox will be 
able to begin with at least two proved facts, name­ 
ly, Alger Hiss’ presidency of the Carnegie Endow­ 
ment for International Peace and the relations of 
the Carnegie and Rockefeller Foundations to the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. 
With regard to the 
former. Cox can begin where the courts ended; 
with regard to the latter, he has the McCarran 
Committee reports to guide him. 
William Fulton, who made a study of the 
Foundations for the ‘‘American Legion Magazine,” 
makes this very interesting point: 
“How do :he Stalbites and their stooges dip 
their buckets into the Foundation pool? 
“They do it by masking the contributions they 
receive as legitimate and charitable. 
Millions of 
dollars have been ladled out to Communists and 
Red-front organizations under such euphemisms as 
fellowships, scholarships, research, studies for such 
humanitarian causes as international peace, better 
relations, and the Uke. 
Sometimes the ultimate 
beneficiary of such funds is hidden by cleverly re­ 
laying the money through two or even three in­ 
termediary Foundations." 
Alger His* was not only president of the Car­ 
negie Endowment for International Peace; he was 
also trustee of the Woodrow’ Wilson Foundation 
and the World Peace Foundation. 
He was a di­ 
rector of the Institute of Pacific Relations, one of 
the beneficiaries of both Carnegie and Rockefeller 
money. 
Here is an interlocking directorate bv 
which a traitor had control of an $1 1 ,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 fund 
and access to several others 
Chven Lattimore had a travel and research 
grant from the Social Science Research Council 
which received more than $6,000,000 from the Car­ 
negie, Rockefeller, Rosenwald, Russell Sage. and 
other Foundations. 
It is possible to trace in the histories of some 
of the most notorious leftists in this country 
through the granH given them by the Foundations. 
as, tor instance, lim ns Ei&ler. who w*as a known 
Communist before the Rockefeller Foundation aid­ 
ed him. 
One of the most puzzling of all Foundations is 
the Guggenheim, set up by United States Senator 
Simon Guggenheim, a Republican and conserva­ 
tive. It is startling to note how many Communist? 
and lefists have received grants from this particu­ 
lar Foundation, running between $2,500 and $3,000.

INFORMATION FOR PARENTS 
When parents first notice that their child has a 
squint—strabismus—they may have visions of his 
appearance when he attains school age and has to 
meet thoughtless playmates or, when older, of the 
inferiority complex he may develop because of hi* 
eye defect. Added to this is the unsound and con­ 
flicting advice and predictions of friends and neigh­ 
bors regarding the treating that is needed — no 
operation, just eye exercises, the wearing of glasses 
to strengthen the weak eye and weaken the strong 
eye, deferring operation till school age or puberty 
age. 
Because of all this anxiety and confusion, pa­ 
rents should know that now oculists (eye specialists 
and eye surgeons > can do wonderful things in cor­ 
recting squint. There should be no need for worry, 
except that parents may have an anxious time be­ 
tween treatments, medical or surgical. 
In Modem Medicine of Canada. Dr. Joseph C. 
Hill, department of ophthalmology, University of 
Toronto, faculty of medicine, attending ophthal­ 
mologist. Toronto General Hospital, states that 
when a mother visits the family physician or chil* 
dren’s specialist and asks, “what shall I do? My 
child’s eyes have started to turn,” the little patient 
should be directed to an ophthalmologist immed­ 
iately, even at the age of two or three months. This 
may appear to be a very early age but observation 
at an early age is a great advantage to the ophthal­ 
mologist, the highest authority on the medical or 
surgical care of the eyes. 
Dr. Hill outlines the simple home methods by 
which parents can give necessary help to their 
child at the various ages, two to three months, 18 
months and five years. This helping of the child in 
itself does much for the parents and the child- 
parent relationship. 
Parents naturally want to know whether an 
operation is necessary and, if so, at what age should 
it be performed. 
“If the patient is over five years old and his see­ 
ing ability cannot be increased in three months, an 
operation is recommended for cosmetic (facial ap­ 
pearance! reasons." 
When the squint commences at the -age of two 
or three or younger if full correcting spectacles do 
not overcome the defect, operation should he car­ 
ried out immediately, as the sooner operation is 
done in suitable cases the better the chances for a 
satisfactory result. 
The above authoritative information should do 
much to relieve the anxiety and remove the natural 
confusion of parents regarding their child with 
squint.
